Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants began with an overview of the invention and emphasized 
that the combination of low output imepdance with a series resonant circuit was known to be volatile and dangerous 
because of the high risk of a short circuit. The applicant's then acknowledged that each of the elements of low output 
impedance, a series resonant circuit, and protection circuitry are known the art. It was emphasized, however, that the 
novelty lies in the combination of all three elements. Applicants then proposed including the limitations of claim 19 in 
the independent claims. This was deemed to overcome the prior art of record. 
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
